Referring to the new Hua Hsing Bank notes, re- 
cently introduced by the Japanese in. Hong- 
kew, the journal says: | 

“We'have now, obtained first-hand information to 
the effect that neither export nor import con- 
trol is being contemplated in Shanghai or cen- 


tral China.” 


In these circumstances, it is add- 
ed, it appears that the banknotes 
must stand on their own merits. 

The paper says the only policy 
to adopt regarding the notes is to 

“wait and see.” : 

Turning to the recent gyrations 
of the yen in Shanghai, the publi- 
cation quotes Japanese reports that 
the Manchukuo authorities have 
decided to lift the partial ban on 
the export of soya beans and bean- 
oil to central China. 


It explains this decision by point- 
ing out that stoppage of the soya 
bean export trade was one of the 

causes in the drop of the yen’s 
value in Shanghai. 


YEN’S WEAKNESS 


The paper adds that the immedi- 
ate cause of the yen’s weakness is 
local supply. is much 


that there are more fundamental 
reasons for the weakness than 
conditions in the local market. 

“Some of these,” it says, ‘are 
intimately connected with Japan’s 
economic position:” 

Meanwhile the yen this morning 
was being bought for 9414 National 
cents. — Reuter.

The British Empire should be 
ready to share its riches with other 
nations, and it was nonsense for 
the British to pretend that ° they

It would be better to be honest 
and to.admit that they were held 
on account of their wealth and

COLONIAL TRUSTEES 

The Conference, by 1,670,000 
votes to 266,000, passed a resolu- 
tion demanding that the British co- 
lonies be placed in the hands of 
international. trustees and declar- 
ing the Conference’s determination 
not to support any war for colon- 
ial possessions as long as this trus- 
teeship had not been established 
and as long as Britain had not join-

Adrift For Two | 


Days In 
Typhoon Weather A MYSTERY 


Five Chinese fishermen, found adrift on a dismast- 
ed junk.to which they had been clinging i in wild |. 


weather for two days, probably owe their lives 


to the Java-China-Japan Line s.s. Tjinegara, 


' Captain J. van Rees 


in command. 


They were picked up exhausted and starving about 
60 miles south of Hong Kong yesterday after 
being wrecked near Swatow. 


“The First Officer sighted a boat 
at about 7 o’clock this’ morning,’” 
Captain van Rees told the “China 
Mail” in an exclusive interview yes- 
terday evening. “We were then 
about: 60. miles from Horig Kong 
and the weather was still very rough 
and squally. 

“Pointing to the little craft, the 
First Officer said:' ‘The weather 
must be improving. The junks are 
coming out.’ I looked at the junk; 
through’ my’ glasses, and said there 
was something wrong with her, She 
had lost her masts, and was drift- 


ing. 
BADLY BATTERED 


“T’altered course, and as we drew 
near, we could see that she had 
been badly battered by the storm. 
On her deck were five men, who 
rice- 
bowls, signifying they had no food. 
As we circled around, we threw .them 
a rope, which they grabbed ‘hold 
of, but did not try to make fast.” 

Apparently, the fishermen were 
not sure how much of ' a_ good 
Samaritan. the. “big foreign. junk” 
might. prove to be. Although they 
retained hold of the rope, they just 
stood, gazing up mutely. 

One of the Tjinegara’s Chinese 
sailors immediately went over the 
side, despite the rough seas and, 


letting himselfdown onto the junk, 


thade the line fast, 


ONE MAN MISSING 


. All five men, suffering badly from 
exposure, wet through, and hungry, 
were then hauled on board. 

The Tjinegara resumed its in- 
terrupted journey, the five fisher- 
men bein given their’ firat meal 
in over two days. In brief snatches, 
they told..their story. 

Their boat was a. single-masted 
junk, some 20 feet long. They were 
fishermen from.Swatow: and they 
had been driven by bad weather 
some 150 miles or more from home. 
Rough seas and angry winds ‘pound- 
ed and tore at their little craft, 
one of the original crew of six be- 
ing washed overboard; they never 
saw him again. When their mast 
went overboard, they were at the 
full mercy of the elements and only 
the inherent sea-worthiness of the 
Chinese junk kept them afloat. 

Sympathetic passengers on. board 


the s.s, ‘Tjinegara’. passed the hat} 


around, with the result that the 
fishermen were presented with inet

CRIPPLED AS A BOY YET 


‘MIA N HARVEY. 


BOUT thirty-five years ago a 
curley-haired,. fresh-faced 
youngster stood in the gutter of a 
London street. 
weights outside a public house, and 
the development of his upperpart 
was incredible. His arms, shoul- 
ders, chest and torso were those of 
a giant—but they were supported 
on. withered legs, emeased in clank- 
ing leg irons. . 

This was Wally May, the. man who, 
in later years, was to train Len

within a year; lose them-and regain 
two; fight for a world title when every- 
one said he was finished. 

Wally was crouched in 
corner when he recently defeated 
E-eddie Phillips, and Len always pays 
tribute to the thick-set little man who 
has done so much for him. : 

‘One of the most heartening of stories 
is that of Wally May’s splendid 
triumph over his crippled condition. 
How he, by sheer force of character 

- and determination dispensed with his 
leg irons and became one of the strong- 
est men in this country, makes bizarre 
hearing. 

In his early teens Wally lived alone 
on 2a barge, earning a few coppers as 
best he could. He fed the toughest of 
lives, and had to overcome incredible 
obstacles.

Fantastic Experiences 


Wally spent four years in the front 
line during the Great War, and there 
had a completely fantastic experience, 
Always crazy about physical fitness, 
he took the young soldiers in hand, and 
behind the lines he used to instruct 
them in boxing. 


Even in the trenches they used to 
spar in their free moments, and one 
morning Wally was, demonstrating a 
particular punch to a certain Private 
Bell.
